“It operates to force upon 
the market within a period of from 
three to five months 75 per cent of the 
staple products of the country, result- 
ing in the unusual autumn dip. 

“We seem to have been obsessed 
with the idea that increased yields 
were the only source of profit in farm 
Operations. We have been overlooking 
the very patent fact that ample pro- 
duction is always guaranteed to meet 
the needs of society when continuity 
of profitable farm operation is assured. 
If there is to be any substantia! im-

Stewing the Pumpkin. 


The modern pumpkin pie is certain- 
ly not like the old fashioned pumpkin 
pie, and it is hard to understand why. 
It may be the difference in the pump- 
|kin. Certainly our Hubbard squashes 
will not give us that fine, velvety 
“mus” that we used to get. 

If you cannot give tne attention ;to 
careful stewing, it is best to steam 
the pumpkin rather than to stew it, 
and perhaps dry steaming in the 
double boiler is best. 

To prepare a pumpkin for cooking, 
wash it so that your hands will not 


that soil to the cut parts; cut it in 
halves and remove the seeds. If using 
but half at a time, leave the seeds in 
the other half. Cut a half in rings, 
peel these, then cut in small squares. 
The amount of water used in the stew- 
ing depends upon the kind of a cook 
you are, but the less the better. Close- 
ly covered, after the water once boils, 
the pumpkin, will continue to cook 
over a tiny bit of fire. It needs thor- 
ough cooking, then sifting 
The earliest of American cook books 
has this to say: “It is a great. im- 
provement to the flavor of pumpkin 
pies to boil the milk, stir the sifted 
pumpkin into it, and let them boil 
up together once or twice. The pump- 
kin swells almost as much as Indian 
meal, and, of course, absorbs more 
milk than when they are stirred to- 
gether cold; but the taste of the pie is 
much improved.” 

Now, pumpkin that is wet when the 
milk is added to it will not swell, and 
it will be wet if yo& cook it in too 
much water. Ir which case, after it is 
sifted, add a little butter to it and stir 
it rapidly over a hot fire to dry it out.
